The Gideons can tell dozens of 
stories which have come to them be- 
cause of the crop of 400,000 Bibles 
they have sowed right and left. Many 
of these stories are sent straight 
from{ the hotel rovums, where. the 
writers of them, overwhelmed with 
Mief or degradation, have found. and 
read the book, which has given them 
hope and courage ‘to face life again. 

Men and women -who have gone to 
these rooms planning not: to leave 
them alive have picked up a Gideon 
Bible, read wherever by chance they 
opened it, and found words which 
saved them from the cowardice of 
suicide, and put them back, heads 
up and teeth set, into the ranks of 
the fighters again.

Taking 
out one of the books, he offered it 
to the man, who gave it a lazy glance 
and said hé wasn’t interested.

Who knows what that man found 
in the book he though he wasn’t in- 
terested in, to make him want to own 
it?

The colporteur in this country must 
be a good deal of a linguist, for he 
serves people of almost all national- 
ities. Next to English, the greatest 
demand for Bibles here is for Italian 
and Polish. Indians want a _ Bible 
with a thumb index, “just like white 
man.” The great time for distributing 
the books to them is at their annual 
gatherings, when the old tribal dances 
and chantings are followed by a big 
“sing-Song” in English by the young 
; Indians. Many of the agents system- 
atically follow the street car- 
nivals' and country fairs. Others 
visit amusement parks of the Coney 
Island. type. Others go to logging 
camps, mining camps, drive’to the 
scattered homesteaders on the plains, 
or visit the negro cabins of the 
South.

tempted. A prominent publisher es- 
timates that before a Bible can be put 
on the market at least five hundred 
thousand dollars in capitale will be 


j tequired, and thousands oi (ollars 


must be spent in plates and equip- 
ment in general. No house could af- 
ford to put out less than ten styles 
of Bibles. .From that number the 
styles run up to thirty. 


The Bible appears in larger edi- 
tiona than any other book. Two mil- 
lion copies of the Revised New Tes- 
tament were ordered in advance—in 
Sharp contrast to the fifteen thou- 
sand which constitued the first edi- 
tion of Tyndale’s New Testament, 
translated from the Greek of Eras- 
mus and secretly sent into England 
in bales of cloth and sacks of flour in 
1525, 

The American Bible Society never 
prints less than one hundred 
thousand copies when it. goes to 
press with an edition of oné of its 
more popular forms of Bibles. At 
the same time, perhaps, it will print 
Lan edition of not more than one 
thousand of an expensive translation 
to circulate among the Kurds. 


People have very decided prefer- 
ences as to the edition they get. One 
man objected to a modern version, 
because he said it “read like a morn- 
ing newspaper.” A woman refused a 
thirty-five-cent edition, ‘because she 
thought so cheap a Bible could not 
be right. 

“I .want a God’s Bible!” she said. 


Twenty million Testaments were 
distributed among the soldiers and 
Sailors of the countries engaged in 
the recent war, and it is declared that 
millions of these men afe fiow de- 
manding the whole Bible. 

Europe has had a_ Bible famine 
since the war began. Presses were 
stopped; and in some of the invaded 
eountries plates were hidden so that 
they could not be confiscated and 
used in making munitions. In order 
to help Europe over this Bible famine, 
‘photographic copies in various lan- 
; ~“were- made by the American 
Bible Society, and many evitions of 
these have been run off and sent 
abroad. 

The Bible famine in Europe today 
is similar to that experienced in this 
country during the War of the Revo- 
lution. No Bibles were received in the 
United States during that war. 
Meantime, Robert Aitken of Phila- 
delphia printed the first Bibles to 
come from the American press. The 
enterprise nearly ruined him, for 
when his Bibles were ready, peace 
was signed with Great Britain and 
there came a flood of cheap Bibles 
from London. Lincoln’s Bible, which 
constituted his principal reading in 
his youth, was one of those little 
books from England. 


America is well to the fore in Bible 
printing. The American Bible So- 
ciety does one fifth of the Bible bus- 
iness of the world. It has been es- 
timated that the average Bible 
printed by that house costs fifteen 
cents to make, ship, and deliver to 
the reader. This estimate includes 
the‘penny portions,” as well as the 
five dollar books. Out of that fif- 
teen cents the company gets six cents- 
for sales. The deficit of nine cents 
must be borne by the variors denom- 
inations and individuais in general 
supporting the society. There are be- 
tween forty and -forty-five denomina- 
tional groups contributing toward the 
publication put out by the American 
Bible Society. In one hundred and 
four years the American Bible Soci- 
ety has put out 138,000,000 volumes. 

The largest Bible in the world is in 
the Royal Library of Stoekholm. The 
covers are of solid plank, four inches 
thick and the pages are a yard in 
length. There -are three hundred 
and nine pages, and it is estimated 
that the skins of dne hundred asses 
were used to make the parchment 
leaves of the book. The famous 
“Thumb Bible,” in the Theological 
Seminary at Washington, is the small- 
lest complete and unabridged Bible 
ever printed. The Revised Mandarin 
Bible, which- has just been completed 
by the American Bible Society, is said 
to go to more human beings than 
any other translation. Several hours 
were spent on each verse—and there 
are 33,173 verses in the Bible. One 
member of the translation committee 
did not have, a furlough from the 
task for twenty ygars. ‘The _ work 
cost $132,000, without counting the 
sums paid by missionary societies to 
the translators. This new version has 
been printed in China, the first copies 
having been distributed in February, 
1920. 


Many manuscript Bibles, besides 
several of Wycliffe’s are in existence. 
The Wycliffe Bibles were written . by 
hand, translated from the Latin Vul- 
gate, and cost $200 apiece. Those 
who could. not afford to’‘buy, paid to 
read these Bibles by the hour. A 
manuscript Bible. of @normous size, 
is now in preparation in England.

If you do not have the snap and fire 
you are not worth much in the Lord’s 
work. The time has been when peo- 
Dle could appear very pious and carry 
a solemn air and never smile or sing 
and probably be worth something in 
the Lord’s service.. But that time ig 
past now. You’ve got to be on the 
firing line now if you want to make 
a mark in the Lord’s service. 

Picketing and skirmishing may be 
worth all they are intended for, but it 
is not until the regulars come up with 
their firing line that decisive battles 
are fought and victories are gained. 
There must be something more done 
than merely parading around and tak- 
ing chances. There must be something 





sent all over the world, as part of a 
Bible campaign. 

A New York man’s sen, a cripple, 
spent several hours a day for two 
years, writing a Bible. It does not 
contain an error, and the verses and 
headings are all in red ink, the whole 
being beautifully written. A short- 
hand Bible is exhibited in’ London, 
the work of an apprentice in the 
days of James TI, when even to pos- 
sess a Bible was dangerous. An 
American woman owns a Bible which 
an ancestress baked in a_ loaf of 
bread, when a house-to-house search 
was being made for copies of the 
Scriptures. 


Many single Bibles are of. great 
value. Henry E. Huntington paid 
$50,000 for the famous Gutengerg 
Bible from the Hoe collection. ‘This 
Bible was the first book known to 
have been printed from movable types, 
and was brought out between 1450 and 
1455. 

Many editions of the Bible have 
been printed, and more are appear- 
ing regularly. The King James ver- 
sion has been used for three centuries. 
It is so called because at the begin- 
ning of the seventeenth century, 
when there were three versions of 
the Bible in existence, King James 
had fifty-four experts undertake a 
fresh translation from many old doc- 
uments besides the Hebrew and Greek 
originals. 

During the Victorian era many ad- 
ditional documents were found, and 
the authorized version was revised 
by nearly one hundred English and 
American scholars, who worked from 
1870 to 1881 on the revised New Tes- 
tament. 

Of the famous old editions of the 





Bible, the “Breeches Bible” is the 
best kniown. It is really the Geneva 
Bible, translated from the Hebrew and 
Greek, and was the first to be di- 
vided into verses. It was called the 
“Breeches Bible” because Genesis 3: 
7, is made to read: “They sewed fig- 
tree leaves together and made them- 
selves breeches.” 

The “Poor Man’s Bible” came out 
in 1491, and was given its title be- 
cause it was printed in small folio 
size and could easily be bought by the 
poorer people. In 1568 the “Bishops’ 
Bible” was brought out. It was pub- 
lished by a company of bishops and 
cost $80 a volume. It was not pop- 
ular because off its cost. Altogether, 
it is estimated that ten thousand edi- 
tions of the Bible have been printed. 

Curious errors-have been mgde in 
some of these editions. For example, 
in one of the early Bibles, the text of 
Psalm 119:161, was made to read: 
“Printers have persecuted me without 
a cause,” instead of “Princes have per- 
secuted me without cause.” 

Contributors for Bible publishing 
and circulation have totaled many 
millions. In 1904, President Roose- 
velt, ex-President .Cleveland, Chief 
Justice Fuller, Justices Harlan and 
Brewer of the United States Supreme 
Court, and nearly a score of other dis- 
tinguished men, appealed for funds to 
earry on Bible distribution at home 
and abroad. Once more—can you 
imagine those men asking the nation 
to contribute money for the distribu- 
tion of any other book in the world? 
In their appeal they said it would be 
“a menace to civilized humanity” if 
circulation of the Bible decreased. 

Down in Dallas, Texas, there is a 
street car conductor who has set him- 
self the task of placing a copy of the 
Gospel of St. John in the hands of 
every car man in the tity. A railroad 
conductor in the same town buys in- 
expensive Testaments by the dozen 
and distributes them to the section 
hands, station loiterers and passen- 
gers along this run. In short, rich and 
poor, great and lowly, Presidents of 
the United States, street-car conduc- 
tors, “drummers,” . up-and-coming 
newspaper men—in all walks of-life 
you find men and women ‘who: think 
the Bible is worth reading and worth 
getting other people to read. How 
long since you read it? 


real and definite now. And if you are 
actually on the firing line you will be 
fired at by the enemy. 


_ The Church of God is on the firing 
line, and that is the very reason that 
the enemy is firing back at it so 
vigorously. And let me tell you that 
the Church of God Army is going into 
it about right now. Money is scarce 
now, and this is against us at present, 
but we are receiving letters from many 
of the workers stating that they expect 
to continue on in the work even if 
they do have to live hard and «iffer 
for food and raiment. This sounds 
like real soldiers to me. 


I wonder how many we have in our 
ranks that would stick if they were 
reduced to want and suffering like 
General Washington’s troops were the 
winter he encamped at Valfey Forge. 
His men stuck to him although- they 
were half starved, and their feet were 
bare and they left blood on the frozen 


ground as they marched. But they 
were fighting for American freedom 
that we are enjoying to-day. I believe 


we have many that would stick tq 
their job to the very last breath. 


I am sure some would complain and 
say they would have te get a job to 
support their families if they could not 
have more, but I am just as sure some 
would go through without a murmur 
if they should not get a penny. I know 
we have some that will stay on the 
firing line till they drop before they 
would offer a word of criticism, 
murmur or complain. This is true 
blue soldiery. Paul says we should 
be good soldiers, and we must follow 
his instructions. And this means to 
endure privations as well as to fight. 

I tell you, now is the time to work 
and our people have it in them. A 
letter from the field a part of which I 
will give here shows the spirit that is 
prevailing now: “Brother,. we have 
taken up the house to house canvass- 
ing in a general and systematic way. 
I have three of the sisters helping me 
and we are visiting hundreds of homes, 
praying in more than half of them, 
and distributing our literature in most 
all of them. Besides, we are distrib- 
uting lots of papers and tracts in our 
meetings and other ways. 


Our first supply of literature is al- 
ready exhausted. The work is proving 
such a blessing, and so many .of the 
saints are becoming so much interest- 
ed that we are preparing to sow down 
this town and country around the 
town with our literature.” 


This brother sent an order for 15, 
000 tracts and a large number of Evan- 
gels. We will have them off to him 
long before this message gets to its 
destination. I tell you, our people are 
working—they are on the firing line 
and they are determined to fire the 
world and turn it upside down like it 
was said of the saints of the early 
Church. 


We have word from quite a number 
of others that are doing the same kind 
of work, but probably not quite so ex- 
tensively yet. But I believe God is go- 
ing to stir up the workers and raise 
up new ones until we will soon touch 
the millions where we are now only 
touching the thousands. I do not hesi- 
tate to declare that we must outstrip 
every other religious movement in the 
world. We must literally cover the 
earth with the gospel message by word 
of mouth or the printed page. We 
must not spare any labor or expense 
to get this done. I am all in it myself 
and I am very sure there are _ thou- 
sands of others that are equally as en- 
thusiastic and zealous as I am about it. 


These walls can scarcely hold me 
sometimes, because I would love to run 
at train and automobile speed and cry 
out as I go, but if I can remain here 
and prepare the literature and help 
to plan for others to go I am content, 
but it is a fact that I am so determin- 
ed and so full of fire that the muscles 
of my body will hardly be quiet long 
enough for me to get this message off. 
If Iam not om the firing line I am 
surely very close to it for the fire is 
almost consuming me day by day and 
in the night season as well. I think 
it. burns while I sleep. And I would 
not sleep if I could get along without 
it. 

I very much appreciate the work 
done by the churches in the last few 
weeks in the Sunday School Census - 
Prive.

In the period of the human race, or 
the period of Direct Administration, 
God spoke to the people directly, as 
when He told Moses, “Gather unto me 
seventy men _ of the elders of Israel 
whom thou knowest to be the elders of 
the people, and officers over them; 
and bring them unto the tabernacle of 
the congregation, that they may stand 
there with thee. And I will come down 
and talk with thee there: and I will 
take of the spirit which is upon thee, 
and will put it upon them;-and they 
shall. ‘bear the burden of the people 
with thee, that thou bear it not thyself 
alone.” Num. 11:16,17. That is why we 
have apostles, prophets, and teachers 
to rule. “Obey them that have the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves: for 
they watch for your souls, as they that 
must give account, that they may do it 
with joy, and not with grief: for that 
is unprofitable for you.” Heb. 13:17. 
Without rulers there is no government.
